SGA  has  plenty  to  say

On  October  18,  1989 
Fitchburg  State  College 
students  voiced  their 
concernsregardingthe 
future  of  public  higher 
education.  The  rally 
showed  the  Dukakis  ad- 
ministration that  state 
college  students  will  no 
longer  be  apathetic  to 
their  misguided  politi- 
calmaneuvers.The  rally 
was  a  major  step  in  the 
pursuit  to  end  further 
fee  in  creases;  butitcan  t 
be  the  last. 

While  the  rally  is 
still  in  the  minds  of  the 
legislature,  the  cause 
should  still  be  in  the 
minds  of  students,  fac- 
ulty and  administrators. 
On  Thursday  November 
9th  from  1.30 -2:30p.m. 
in  g -lobby  FSC  stu- 
dents can  participate  in 
another  rally.  The 
rally's  main  focus  will 
be  to  explain  to  stu- 
dents and  faculty  the 
importance  of  sending 
letters  to  their  legisla- 
tors. 

"The  rally  was  great, 
butwe  can  emphasize  the 
impact  with  continued 
letters,"  explains  Dana 
Harrington,  student 
trustee. 

On  Friday  October 
27th  Terry  Carrol,  as- 
sistant to  the  president 
for  administration  met 
with  Harrington;  Julie 
Flynn,  Vice  Presidentof 
SGA;  Professor  Charlie 
Hetzel,  Education  de- 
partment; and  Faith 
Antilla,  head  of  the 
Faculty  Union  to  dis- 
cuss the  details  of  a  let- 
terwriting  campaign . 

Hetzel,  who  has 
worked  on  various  cam- 
paigns and  helped  to 
originate  this  one,  feels 
thatpeopledon'tgener- 
ally  write  without  en- 
couragement. He  feels 
that  it  is  very  important 


that  the  students  receive 
assistance  and  support 
when  writing  such  alet- 
ter. 

"I  think  our  leaders 
shouldhearfromus;they 
should  hear  what  we 
stand  for.  Not  what  the 
mediarepresented,"  said 
Hetzel. 

Carrol  stressed  that 
there  are  two  objectives 
students  should  con- 
sider when  writing  to 
their  legislator: 

1.  Short  range 
objective   -  each  stu- 
dents education  is  at 
stake. 

2.  Long  range  ob- 
jective -  there  may  be 
serious  long  range  re- 
percussions if  public 
higher  education  is  cut 
more. 

The  rally  will  con- 
sist of  several  student 
speakers,  circulating 
model  letters,  as  well  as 
allowing  students  to  ask 
any  questions  they  may 
have  regarding  the  let- 
terwriting  process. 

Harrington  said  that 
the  letters  should  be 
personal,  short,  and  to 
the  point.  "It  is  impor- 
tant that  the  letters  are 
personal.  Students 
shouldexplain  how  they 
as  individuals,  are  af- 
fected." 

The  week  following 
the  rally  there  will  be  a 
table  set  up  in  G-lobby 
with  packets  filled  will 
sample  letters,  ad- 
dresses of  representa- 
tives and  senators,  as 
well  as  free  stationery 
and  stamps  to  be  pur- 
chased. 

Whether  you  partici- 
pated in  the  October  18th 
rally  or  notyou  can  still 
voice  your  opinion  and 
make  a  difference.  A 
letter  takes  approxi- 
mately ten  minutes  to 
write .  But  it  is  ten  min- 
utes that  may  save  your 
future.  So  please  pick 
up  apen  and  save  public 
higher  education.

The    October  24th 
meeting  of  StudentGov- 
ernment  Association 
wasveryeventful.  Ses- 
sion number  four  had  as 
many  pleas  for  action  as 
it  did  points  to  ponder. 
Starting  with  a  com- 
mindation  for  the  Octo- 
ber 18th  rallying  ef- 
forts. SGA  president, 
William  McCarty  dus- 
cussed  the  negative  ef- 
fects of  the  implied 
budget  cuts.  A  commit- 
tee was   established  to 
e  invoke  letter  writing  to 
legislators.  Vice  Presi- 
dent Julie  Flynn  ad- 
dressed the  negative 
pointsfocusedonbythe 
media.  She  pointed  out 
the  effectiveness  that 
telephoning  hadon  one 
television  station  be- 
tween its  6  p.m.  and  11 
p.m.  coverage, and  urged 
coun  cil  members  to  wri  te 
Don  Feger  of  the  Boston 
Herald  and  the  produc- 
ers of  channels  4  and  7 
in  an  effort  to  change 
their  views  on  the  sub- 
ject. Flynn  s  point  was 
to  ask  the  these  profes- 
sionals abouthow  many 
of  their  co-workerswere 
products    of    public 
higher  education.  It  is 
herbelief  thatusing  this 
pointmaysomewhatal- 
ter  the  ne  gative  percep- 


tions  held  by  these 
membersof  the  news  me- 
dia. 

Poster  policy  and 
office  hourswere  amon  g 
other  topics  discussed 
during  the  Executive 
portion  of  the  agenda.  No 
signsaretoexceed  three 
feet  by  three  feet  and 
will  be  more  strictly 
enforced  from  now  on. 

Council  members  who 
missed  office  hours 
had  their  names  read 
aloud  and  received  a 
verbal  reprimand.  When 
asked  if  there  were  any 
penalties  for  missing 
duties,  SGA  President 
McCarty  explained  that 
currently  the 

constitution  was  being 
reviewed  for  them.  If 
there  were  no  penalties 
found.  McCarty  prom- 
ised action  to  institute 
disciplinary  measures 
againstmembers  failing 
to  perform  their  elected 
duties. 

Several  upcoming 
conferences  were 
brought  to  light  in  elud- 
ing the  Society  Organ- 
ized Against  Racism 
(SOAR)  meeting  to  be 
held  mid-November. 
Also,  a  Leadership  con- 
ference will  be  held  at 
the  end  of  January.  A 
call  for  potential  dele- 
gates wentoutand  they 
were  asked  to  address

Have  you  noticed  a 
change  in  the 
Monoosnock  posters 
around  campus?  The 
ROTC  has  withdrawn 
their  sponsorship  with 
Party  Tyme  Productions 
due  to  complaints  from 
campus  students.  Sev- 
eral Fitchburg  State 
College  students feltthat 
the  posters  were  offen- 
sive and  sexually  con- 
notating. 

Raoul  Archambault, 
Officer  in  Charge  of 
ROTC,  responded  to  these 
complaints  by  ending 


the  ROTC  s  sponsorship 
of  Party  Tyme  Produc- 
tions, however  the  cheer- 
leadershave  continued 
to  back  Party  Tyme. 

Archambault  felt  that 
it  was  beyond  his 
priveledge  as  a  Federal 
Officer  to  get  involved 
in  a  public  relations 
battle  regardless  of  his 
opinion.  From  the  be- 
ginning, it  was  known 
that  only  one  group's 
disapproval  would  be 
necessary  for  a  declina- 
tion in  the  ROTC  spon- 
sorship. 

Archambault  be- 
lieves that  it  was  "a  no 
win  situation". 

Atthe  beginning,  the 
agreementwasapositive

The  extraordinary 
response  of  Fitchburg 
Stale  College  students  at 
the  Statehouse  rally  of 
October  IS.  1989.  is 
cause  for  celebration 
among  all  of  the  college 
family  Everyone's 
shoulders  should  be  a 
little  straighter  and 
head  a  little  taller. 

The  past  month  has 
been  especially  difficult 
atour  college  because  of 
budget  cuts  created  by 
mismanagement  at  the 
state  level.  Quality  atour 
institution  is  suffering 
because  people  in  state 
governmen  thave  permit- 
ted  fiscal  neglect  to 
reach  apointvhere  mo- 
nies budgeted  at  the 
college  are  being  taken 
away  resultin g  in  addi- 
tional direct  costs  to  our 
students. 

At  the  Boston  Rally 
as  many  as  15.000  stu- 
dents and  staff  protested 
aloud  that  we  seek  jus- 
tice for  our  colleges. 

While  we  understand 
the  need  for  balancing 
the  budget,  we  expect 
thatfairnessrequiresus 
to  pay  only  our  fair  share 
of  the  burden.  We  re- 
cently are  being  asked 


to  pay  for  deficiencies 
in  other  areas  of  state 
governmentwhileweare 
operating  on  a  basic 
bread  and  butter" 
budget 

In  spite  of  relatively 
few  student  hooligans, 
who  received  more  than 
their  share  of  publicity , 
itis  becoming  cleareras 
each  day  passes  that  the 
student  message  was 
heard  at  the  State  house. 
While  itis  true  that  more 
students  should  vote,  it 
isequallytruethatmore 
are  voting  each  year.  I 
think  this  year  more  of 
you  will  re  gister  and  vote 

and  I  expectthatthe  leg- 
islatorsshare  thatsame 
feeling. 

In  addition,  you 
should  be  letting  your 
newspapers,  radio  and 
television  stations  know 
of  your  dissatisfaction 
with  their  reportin  g  of 
the  events.

You 
do  have  the  power  and 
you  must  use  it  again 
and  again  this  year  in 
order  to  help  the  college 
get  its  fair  share  of  fu- 
ture budgets,  and  be 
proud  of  your  great  ac- 
complishments on  that 
historic  day  -  October 
18,  1989.

Date   rape   is   a   felony

Tilted    Paintings  on

The  crime  of  rape  is 
surrounded  by  a  lot  of 
myth.  The  most  com- 
monly accepted  fallacy 
is  that  rape  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  passion, 
lustorevenlove. 

Changing  attitudes 
have  redefined  rape  and 
it  is  now  viewed  socio- 
logically and  legally  not 
as  a  sexual  crime  of 
passion  and  lust,  but  as 
a  violent  crime. 

In  1974  the  rape  stat- 
ute was  rewritten  to  in- 
clude  both  men  and 
women  as  potential  vic- 
tims by  the  police,  the 
courts,  and  the  hospi- 
tals. In  this  article  I 
refer  to  the  victim  as  a 
woman. 

Date  rape  is  a  crime 
thatis  known  by  several 
other  names  like;  ac- 
quaintance rape,  social 
rapeorsilentrape.  Date 
rape  is  sexual  assault 
againstawoman  commit- 
ted by  someone  the  vic- 
tim knows.  The  rapist 
could  by  a  date  or  any 
otheracquaintance.such 
as  a  classmate  or  co- 
worker. Because  the 
usualpicturewehaveof 
a  rapist  is  a  stranger  in 
the  night,  it  is  difficult 
to  convince  ourselves 
that  sexual  assault  by 
an  acquaintance  is  rape. 
To  understand  date  rape 
itisimportantto  under- 
stand how  the  law  de- 
fines rape. 

Legally  rape  is  de- 
fined as,  "Having  sexual 
intercourse  with  a  per- 
son and  compelling  such 
person  to  submitby  force 
and  against  his  will,  or 
compelling  such  person 
to  submit  by  threat  of 
bodily  injury."  Under 
Massachusetts  Law,  rape 
is  a  felony  offense  (  a 
crime  punishable  by 
death  or  imprisonment 
in  a  state  prison).  In 
ordertoconvictaperson 
of  rape,  the  prosecution 
must  prove:  sexual  in- 
tercourse or  unnatural 
sexual  intercourse 
against  the  will  of  the 
person  and  by  force  or 
threatof  bodily  injury. 
In  the  lightof  date  rape, 
we  are  looking  at  sexual 
intercourse  against  the 
will  of  the  person.   In 


Massachusetts,  inter- 
course is  considered  to 
be  committed  by  force  or 
againstthe person  swill 
if  the  person  is  uncon- 
scious, asleep,  drugged, 
intoxicated  or  mentally 
deranged  or  deficient  so 
that  he  or  she  cannot 
agree  to  the  act. 

Typically,  women  who 
have  been  the  victimsof 
date  rape  feel  fear, 
shock,  confusion,  disbe- 
lief ,  degredation ,  loss  of 
control  and  self  blame. 
In  fact  preoccupation 
with  self  blameandbeing 
overcome  with  guiltare 
responses  that  prevent 
the  assault  by  an  ac- 
quaintance frombeing 
seen  as  rape.  It  is  im- 
portant to  understand, 
however,  that  sexual  ac- 
tivity must  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  and  that 
when  awoman  says "  no " 
to  sex,  a  normal  man 
stops.  He  may  complain 
orbrood.  He  may  accuse 
her  of  leading  him  on . 
He  may  notsee  her  again 
but  a  normal  man  will 
notuse  force  to  getwhat 
he  wants.  That  fact  can 
get  clouded  by  feelings 
of  blame  and  degrada- 
tion after  by  the  victim 
of  date  rape. 

While  understanding 
Massachusetts  law  re- 
gardin  g  rape  and  dispel- 
ling  the  myth  that  the 
key  elements  of  rape 
involve  lustand  passion , 
it  is  important  to  also 
attack  the  notion  that  the 
victim  is  responsible  for 
things  going  "too  far  "and 
somehow  caused  sexual 
frustration.  Men  who 
rape  are  not  sexually 
frustrated,  they  are  vio- 
lently outof  control. 

Because  of  confusion 
surrounding  date  rape  as 
opposed  to  stranger  rape, 
victims  of  this  crime  are 
more  reluctant  to  press 
charges.  The  followin  g 
are  some  of  the  common 
reasons  for  not  report- 
ing a  rape:  fear  of  being 
disbelieved,  confusion 
about  responsibility 
(led  him  on),  concern 
that  friends  and  family 
will  suspectthatshe  was 
responsible  (asked  for 
it)  and  fear  that  the  trial 
would  be  too  exposing 
and  destructive. 

One  question  fre- 
quently asked  is,  "Why 

is  it  that  some  men  who 


date  rape  see  themselves 
as  oversexed  rather  than 
as  rapists?"  This  is 
probably  to  some  extent 
due  to  societal  pres- 
sures. Men  are  taught 
that  they  are  supposed 
tobeaggresive  and 
can  lose  control  when 
they  are  "led  on"  and 
that  women  often  "ask 
for  it."  They  are  often 
told,  by  other  men,  that 
"no "  does  not  mean  no . 
To  overcome  these 
conflicting  cultural 
messages,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  take  the  respon- 
sibility of  communicat- 
ing your  wishes  regard- 
ing sex.  Don't  be  afraid 
to  say  "no"  even  without 
explanation.  Both  part- 
ners need  to  know  and 
communicate  what  the 
limits  are  in  terms  of 
social  and  sexual  behav- 
ior. 

Besides  assertive 
communication,  the  most 
important  key  to  pre- 
venting acquaintance 
rape  is  to  avoid  vulner- 
able situations.  For  ex- 
ample, excessive  use  of 
alcohol  and  or  drugs  by 
both  men  and  women 
interferes  with  clear 
thinkingandgood  judge- 
ment. Another  practical 
rule  of  thumb  is  to  avoid 
secluded  placeson  afirst 
date  orwith  someone  who 
you  don't  know  well. 
Staying  in  groupsmakes 
good  sense. 

If  you  are  raped,  go 
for  help.  Awoman  who 
has  been  raped  needs 
emotional  support.  A 
women  who  has  been 
raped  also  needs  medi- 
cal assistan ce  and  coun- 
seling assistance.  A 
medical  exam  will  de- 
tectnon-apparentinjury 
as  well  provide  screen- 
ing forvenereal  disease 
and  pregnancy.  Women 
who  have  been  raped  can 
get  medical  assistance 
and/or  counseling  at 
Student  Health  Services. 
Counseling  is  available 
through  Counseling 
Services.  For  legal  as- 
sistance con  tact  Cam  pus 
Security,  which  is 
staffed  by  women  offi- 
cers who  are  sensitive 
and  experienced  in  rape 
crisis,  or  call  the  Police 
Department.  Men  who 
are  coercive  or  abusive 
in  relationships  with 
women  can  get  help 
through  Counseling 
Services.

On  Thursday,  Novem- 
ber 9,  Fitchburg  State 
College  will  host  the 
second  Kodak  Telecon- 
f eren  ce  featu  rin  g  Boston 
Globe  photographer  Bill 
Greene  and  photographic 
storyteller  Duane 
Michaels. 

Broadcast  live  from 
Rochester  Institute  of 
Technology,  the  first 
satellite  transmission, 
"Color,"  featured  the 
works  of  noted  commer- 
cial photographer.

This  was  clearly  visible 
as  the  cameras  scanned 
through  his  studio. 

Jay  Maisel  s  primary 
interests  lie  in  light, 
color,  and  gesture,  and 
how  he  can  portray  these 
elements  in  his  images. 
He  feels  that  "photogra- 


phy is  a  license  to  steal 
experiences,"  and  as 
photographers  "you 
should  let  things  affect 
you,  rather  than  affect- 
ing them." 

For  the  beginning 
photographer.Maiselad- 
vised  that  you  should 
always  bring  your  cam- 
era, never  say  that  you 
will  do  it  later,  and 
stressed  the  point  that 
pictures  shouldnotonly 
answer  questions,  but 
ask  them  as  well. 

After  showin  g  a  cross 
section  of  his  work, 
phone  lines  were  opened 
allowing  students  to 
speak  directly  with 
Maisel. 

The  four  part  series 
is  being  sponsored  by 
the  Communications/ 
Mediadepartment.  Other 
broadcasts  will  take 
place  February  15  and 
April  5.  All  will  begin 
at  12 :45  p  m .  and  shown 
in  the  Richard  KentRe- 
cital  Hall  of  the  Conlon 
Music  Building.

Dr.  Kimmel  lectures  about  "A.I.D.S.  and 
Rumors"

"Condoms:  SaferModern 
And  Really  Trendy", 
"Men,  use  condoms  or 
beat  it",  "Rumors  are 
spreading  faster  than 
A.I.D.S."  These  are  just 
some  of  the  advertise  - 
mentsused  by  organiza- 
tions to  promote  public 
awareness  about  the 
transmission  of  A.I.D.S. 
(Acquired  Immune  De- 
fi  c  i  en  cy  Syndrome ) . 

Dr.  Allan  Kimmel, 
Associate  Professor  of 
Behavioral  Sciences, 
discussed  these  ads, as 
well  as  /  the  rumors 
people  believe  about 
A.I.D.S.  during  his Har- 
rod  Lecture,  "Rumors 
and  A.I.D.S." 

The  presentation  started 
with  facts  about  A.I.D.S. 
The spreadof  A.I.D.S.  is 
controllable.  It  is  trans- 
mitted by  people.  It  is 
not  caused  by  casual 
contact.  One  outof  every 


39,000  people  will  con- 
tract A.I.D.S.  from  a 
blood  transfusion  which 
is  considered  a  low  risk 
factor. Thatwas the  good 
news  according  to  Kim- 
mel. 

Nowthebadnews.Two 
out  of  every  1,000  stu- 
dents have  been  found  to 
have  AJDS. 

Many  people  have 
misconceptions  about 
A.I.D.S.  They  believe 
that  they  are  too  nice'  to 
have  A.I.D.S.  Others 
don  t  know  that  A  .1  D  S . 
is  really  out  there  and 
believe  it  doesn  't  exist. 
The  truth  is,  someone 
dies  every  12  minutes 
from  the  A.I.D.S  virus. 

Even  with  all  the  facts 
aboutA.I.D.S.  available 
to  the  public,  there  are 
still  misconceptions 
about  the  disease. 

When  a  survey  was 
given  to  seventh  and 
eighth  graders,  it  was 
found  thatmore  than  50 
percent  of  the  students 
believed    that    they 


should  not  touch  some- 
one with  A.I.D.S. 

This  was  just  one  of 
the  many  rumors  Kim- 
mel introduced  during 
his  lecture  based  on  his 
research. 

According  to  Kimmel, 
the  spread  of  rumors  is 
the  "anxiety  and  uncer- 
tainty" a  person  feels 
abouta  subject.  These 
"unconfirmed  proposi- 
tions" gain  popularity 
when  the  contentspread 
is  ambiguous.  People  try 
to  establish  its  meanin  g 
to  make  it  important.  A 
person  will  repeat  a 
rumor  for  two  reasons; 
their  belief  in  the  rumor 
or,  their  attempt  to  find 
out  more  information 
from  others. 

Dr.  Kimmel  has  done 
extensive  research  on 
this  topic  of  "Rumors  and 
A.I.D.S."anddidnothave 
the  time  to  share  all  of 

his  research.  At  the 

opening  of  his  presenta- 
tion he  quoted  Voltaire, 
"If  I  had  more  time  this 
would  be  shorter."

Sometimes  the  old  ways  are  the  best  ways

1989  has  turned 
out  to  be  quite  an  inter- 
esting year  musically. 
TheRollingStones.The 
Who,  Paul  McCartney, 
Bob  Dylan,  Neil  Young, 
Jethro  Tull,  The  Doobie 
Brothers;  the  list  goes 
on.  Allof  the  aforemen- 
tioned artists  are  be- 
tween 10  and  20  years 
past  their  prime,  yet  in 
1989,  they  are  still 
making  critically  supe- 
rior music  compared  to  a 
good  70  percent  of  the 
modern  daymusicworld. 

Why  is  that  so? 
I've  come  up  with  a 
couple  of  reasons. 

The  financial 
factor:  This  is  easily  the 
most  important.  Music 
has  always  been  a  busi- 
ness, but  it  has  never 
been  as  lucrative  as  it  is 
today.  People  are  going 
into  the  music  just  for 
the  money.  They  buy  a 
synthesized  keyboard, 
complete  with  a  drum 
machine,  aback  u  p  band 
and  asynthesized  musi- 
cal output.  Synthesizer 
in  hand,  they  travel  to 
the  nearest  recording 


studio,  and  play  a  few 
notes  for  the  engineer. 
He  gets  one  of  his  writer's 
to  add  words  to  it,  and  he 
signs  the  "artist".  The 
record  goes  on  to  sell  at 
least  1.000.000  copies 
and  is  played  in  modern 
day  discos  throughout 
the  world.  Instant  star- 
dom, instant  money. 

As  a  result, 
music  separates  into 
two  different  entities: 
art  and  money.  The  for- 
mer makes  up  20  per- 
cent of  modern  music, 
and  the  latter  makes  up 
80  percent.  Where  the 
artists  on  ce  had  the  abil- 
ity to  create  commercial 
songson  an  instrument, 
now  they  spend  less 
time,  thought,  andmore 
money  on  elaborate  syn- 
thetic vehicles  for  their 
sound. 

Themusicalfac- 
tor :  I  know  rock 'n  'roll 
may  be  the  easiest  form 
of  music  to  play  in  the 
world,  but  why  bother 
with  the  preliminaries? 
Since  money  is  whatwe 
are  after,  lets  skip  the 
music  lessons  and  jump 
to  the  royalties.  Why  be 
bothered  with  anything 
else?  For  example,  look 
at  Paula  Abdul.     The 


Badlands  is  really  bad

Badlands  is  the 
name  of  the  band  that 
ex-Ozzy  Osbourne  gui- 
tar player  Jake  E.  Lee 
formed  after  his  split 
with  the  'blizzard  of  Oz.'

Another  con- 
cert-goer, who  empha- 
sized that  she  attends 
every  hard  rockshow  in 
the  area,  added,  "  they 
justdon  'tseems  to  have 
their  own  sound.  One 
song  sounds  so  much  like 
old  Whitesnake.  It  has 
been  on  the  radio  a  lot 
and  I  thought  it  was 
Whitesnake  until  Bad- 
landsplayedittonight." 

"Its  almost  like, 
somebody  in  a  record 
company  grabbed  JakeE. 
Lee  and  got  a  band  to- 
gether. It's  Jake  E.  Lee 
and  this  bunch  of  musi- 
cians, not  a  real  band 
who  work  and  play  to- 
gether There  s  no  sense 
of  band  solidity." 

Badlands  has 
some  good  songs,  but  I 
found  myself  agreeing 
with  her.
